Not Good Weather Sign 


The weather bureau cays that the 


position of the lunar crescent depends 
upon the angle that the moon's path 
makes with the horizon, and on any 
given date It Is always the same In 
places having the same latitude. If 
this 'weather sign "were trustworthy, 
the same kind of weather, either dry 
or rainy, would prevail on any given 
date throughout a belt of latitude ex- 
tending entirely around the globe. Of 
course, there Is no such uniformity of 
weather in relation to latitude. Near 
the equator the position of the young 
moon never makes an angle of more 
than 30 degrees with the horizon, and 
It is generally in nn even more nearly 
horizontal position, so that In a part 
of ths world notorious for regions of 
heavy rainfall, the moon is. according 
to the prorerb. always a "dry" one.

growers are accustomed to 


think that yearlings shear the heav- 
iest fleeces of any age group. Recent 
tests msde by D. A. Spencer, In charge 
of the sbeep^nd-wool Investigations, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, do not bear out this popular be- 
lief. Averaging the weight of fleeces 
of 1,480 Ramboulllet sheep ranging in 
age from one to seven years old, he 
found that the three-year-old ewes 
sheared the heaviest fleeces of clean 
wool produced by any group, their av- 
erage being J3 per cent greater than 
the average for the entire group. 


The fleeces from ewes seven yean 


old or older averaged 15 per cent be- 
low the average and were the lightest 
fleeces produced by any age group. 
The yearlings' fleeces were nearly 8 
per cent below the average, and with 
the exception of the seven-year-old 
group they were the lightest, In spite 
of the fact that thej had grown for 
about thirteen or fourteen months, 
while all the fleeces from ewes older 
than yearlings had grown exactly one 
year. 


On the whole, the data show that 


the trend 1« up from yearlings to three- 
year-olds and down from three-year- 
olds to seven-year-olds. The fleeces 
were rrown under practical range con- 
ditions at the Untied States cheep ex- 
periment station.

Feed Pigs Liberally to 


Obtain Greatest Gains 


It has been conclusively demon- 


strated many times that the younger 
the animal the greater the gains It 
niHkes from a given amount of feed It 
costs considerably less to put 100 
pounds of gain on a 40-pound pig after 
weaning than to put the same gain on 
a Impound pig. Furthermore, it costs 
less to bring a pig up to the market 
weight of 225 pounds. If It Is kept In 
strong, thrifty condition from birth 
i linn when Its growth and development 
for lack of feed are arrested at any 
time during that period. 


In view of this, the man who feeds 


his pigs all they tvlll eat of grain and 
pasture. If a well-balanced ration Is 
provided, may fpel confident that his 
pigs will reach 225 pounds In weight 
at a lower cost than when a very lim- 
ited grain ration is fed during tha 
summer months while the pigs run on 
pasture. When there are reasons tor 
believing that the early fall, market 
will be better than two or thre* 
months later there Is another reason 
for crowding the pigs.

The other side Is on a hinge 
and can be supported to make a shel- 
ter for the men when they refresh 
themselves At the Improvised counter.) 
The cook rides Inside the van and is 
ituisted by the driver in dispensing 
the food.

The self-feeder is not only a con- 


venlence m feeding live stock, bnt has 
a sanitary value which should not be 
underestimated. Tola Is especially so 
IB the case of swine and poultry, be- 
Cause those animals, on account ot 
their feeding habits, are particularly 
exposed to the dancer-of becoming In- 
fected by havlag their feed contastt- 
oated by the droppings of their kind. 


Feeding from .the ground always to 


accompanied by this risk and this can 
s* reduced by the use of the self-feed- 
er. This untensU should be so con- 
structed as to reduce the Introduction 
of fltrh to a minimum and to make It 
impossible for the animals to contami- 
nate the contents with their body 
wastes.
